Colvin's "Noii-Par,tisan" Scheme 

A good deal of opposition is 
already appearing over the state 
in the country papers to Supt 
George Colvin's amendment to 
the state constitution to have the 
State Superintendent of Public 
InslrucLiqn "takeii out of poli- 
tics," or in ottitr"^ words, to have 
him appointed by. a commission 
named by the governor— sort ol 
like the governor appoints the 
State Tax^i^mmission,- -^ihd they 
slap the raises^on your property, 
without a chance. cfjig^eal. 

Anyway, llarry Sommers, ot 
the Elizabctlitcwn News, who 
has been in public life and poli- 
tics for so long that he's learned 
to tell a hawk from a handsaw, 
thinks mighty little of Colvin's 
scheme. Sommers pertinently 
asked the other day how many 
Democrats Colvin has retained in 
his office of State Superintendent 
of Public Instnjction when he 
took charg-e at Frankfort. i\Ir 
Sommers' question might devel- 
op just how much Colvin does 
believe in this "out-of-politics" 
nOT-partisan business: whether 
he believes in :t enough to prac- 
tice it himself. Sommers says 
about the proposed amendment 
again : 

The basis for this proposed 
change of the law. according to 
Superintendent Colvin. is to take 
the schools out of politics. The 
real purpose of the amendment, 
however, is to take away from 
the taxpayers the right to elect 
the School Superintendent on the 
ground that they are not quali- 
fied to select the right kind of a 
man, and to put' the naming ol 
this important official in the 
hands of a Commission, appoint- 
ed by the Governor who will play 
just about as much politics in 
the selection as the people do. 

The Governor Avill have prom- 
ised the office if he is elected' to 
some political friend who lie 
believes can deliver him a good 
maa votes, either in the primary 



or the general election, and then 
name a Commission which will 
carry out his promise. 

The office of the State Super- 
intendent will become a political 
pawn to be used by various can- 
didates for Governor in both the 
old ])arties and the men selected 
for it will not be chosen because 
of fitness, but on account of their 
ability to deliver votes to the 
Gubernatorial candidates. 

We would rather trust the peo- 
ple than any commission appoint- 
ed by the Governor. The people 
have no ax to grind and will vote 
according to their intelligence 
and information for the best 
qualified candidate, while the 
Commission will either name the 
choice of the Governor or else 
will select the candidate accord- 
ing to the majority of the Com- 
mission. 

In 1876 the famous Electoral 
Commission of fifteen memb\rs 
including five judge* of the Su- 
preme Court, deter.uined the 
President and .'n castings his vote

The people are more to be 

trusted than politicians. They 
have several times left their par- 
ty affiliations to change party 
c(»itrol in Kentucky afltairs, while 
we have never known a Commis- 
sion of any kind named by some 
one who held a political office 
that was not subservient to the 
appointing povv'er.
